It is true that the Missions may get along without the 
help of this or that parish, but what if every parish acted 
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WHAT ALL MUST DO DURING LENT. 

Sin committed must be atoned for; and, while our 
Divine Savior gave us a Sacrament for the remission of sin 
conditioned on our true repentance, still the wrong done 
should be counteracted by the performance of good works. 
The good works which are especially emphasized in Holy 
Scripture are praysr, fasting, and almsdeeds. 

Every individual is able to perform the first kind of 

“works mentioned; in other words, everyone can pray. 

fact, every creature must pray, whether he is conscious 
of sin or not, because he is a dependent being; and it is only 
by some sort of prayer that he acknowledges this depend- 
ence. The highest form of prayer, called worship, rests on 
every individual as a duty. But the instructed Catholic 
must be in frequent communication with God by prayer. Only 
he may expect to receive the actual graces which he stands 
in need of daily solely through the means of prayer. Only 
in extraordinary cases does one receive the grace of repent- 
ance and reform apart from prayer. 

While everyone may not be able to fast according to 
the prescription of the Church, everyone can certainly prac- 
tice certain forms of self-denial, and with great spiritual 
profit. The modern method of promoting health of the body 
is by practicing self-denial. Physicians recommend that 
their patients eat less of certain foods or that they eliminate 
them altogether from their diet. They recommend that 
young people smoke less or avoid certain kinds of recrea- 
tion which they have enjoyed most, either because they need 
more rest or because they have a weak heart or weak lungs, 
etc. Now, the Church knows wel! that nearly all kinds of 
sin are due to excesses, and that the best way to promote 
spiritual health after repentance is to work in the opposite 
direction; or, in other words, to practice self-denial, which, 
besides the merit it will have when based on a supernatural 
motive, tends to strengthen the will and to keep one con- 
scious of frequent daily opportunities to do something for 
God. 

With reference to almsgiving, some are able to do much 
more than others, but everyone is able to doa little. During 
Lent every person should lay aside the money which, at an- 
other season, he would spend on cigars and tobacco, on 
candy, on the movies, etc., and do some good with it. Some 
people have been accustomed to spend so much money on 
such things that the Lenten savings would pay all their 
financial! obligations to the parish. Others with their meager 
savings Would be able to pay their annual membership in 
the Propagation of the Faith and there would be a residue 
to apply to other forms of good works. 

As in past years, OUR SUNDAY VISITOR will be 
grateful for a small part of your Lenten self-denial sav- 
ings, which it will use towards the reduction of the debt on 
the Mission School or towards its maintenance.

The census of 1920 disclosed the fact that there were 
nearly 55,000,000 voters in the United States. or one voter 
to every two persons. Now, deducting from this number 
the married women, who are usually not salaried people, 
and those who have grown too old to work, there must be at 
least half as many wage-earners as voters Among the 
20,000,000 of Catholics (and we are placing the number low 
for the sake of argument) there are 5.000.000 wage-earners, 

Now, if each of these gave only $1.00 the year to sup- 
port Foreign and Home Missions, according to the plan 
which the American Bishops are now putting in operation, 
we would have $3,000,000 for Foreig 
000 for Home Missions. With this amount contributed to 
the general fund by the Catholics of our country alone, 
great strides would be made towards the extension and pre- 
servation of the Faith both abroad and at home. 

At present the larger number of gifts to missions are 
for designated purposes, and they do not permit of distri- 
bution according to the greater needs of the missions as 
they are known to those in charge of the same. 

The Catholic peor!te need no coaxing to support the 
missions, and the pastors who have postpaned the introduc- 
tion of a parish unit of the Propagation of the Faith for 
Home and Foreign Missions probably have felt that their 
good people have had too many demands made on them 
even for the proper support of the local church and school.

On 
June 13, 313, the edict of Milan was 
fixed to the walls of Nicomedia.,

Cilicia, Daja also issued an edict of 
toleration in the vain hope of ap- 
peasing Licinius. 
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Unable to hold Cilicia, Daja com- 
mitted suicide by taking poison after 
a heavy meal. It worked slowly and 
he was consumed by an internal fire. 
He ate the dirt, beat his head against | 
the wall, his eyes dropped out and he 
eemed to see Christ surrounded by 
white-robed ministers ready to judge 
him. He pleaded for pardon and died 
in dreadful agony in August, 313. 

The family of Daja put to 
death, his wife being drowned in the 
Orontes while his eight-year-old son 
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and Severus were 
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in Thrace at the mouth of the Danube. 
A peace of eight years followed until 
328, when Licinius claimed that Con- 
stantine had violated his territory. 
Constantine was also moved by the 
persecution of the Christians by Lici- 
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forts of dying Heathenism. He was
